Jensen disclose a composition containing GLP-1 compounds having protracted action and a process for preparation 
thereof. Jensen also disclose that the protracted compositions will spare the diabetics the chore and discomfort of multiple daily 
injections (see page 1-2). Jensen further discloses GLP-1 compounds and polypeptides comprising 7-34 amino acid sequence 
ofGLP-1, forexample, formula I :His-Ala-Glu-Gly-Thr-Phe-Thr-Ser-Asp-Val-Ser-Ser-Tyr-Leu-Glu-Gly-Gln-AU-Ala-Lys-Glu- 
Phe-Iie-Ala-Trp-Leu-Val-Lys, the sequence reported in the present application as SEQ ID No: 3 Jensen also disclose the above 
peptide and derivatives of this peptide without eliminating the GLP-l-Iike activity (see page 3). 

In addition, Jensen disclose pharmaceutically acceptable preservatives and that the composition contains a pH buffering 
agent (see page 3-4). Jensen in Example 4 discloses a pH of S T which falls into the pH range disclosed in the present 
application. Therefore, the teachings of Jensen anticipates the claimed invention, which lacks novelty.

Jensen further discloses GLP-1 compounds and polypeptides comprising 7-34 
amino acid sequence of GLP-1, for example, formula I : His-Ala-GIu-Gly-Thr-Phe-Thr-Ser-Asp-Val-Ser-Ser-Tyr-Leu-Glu- 
Gly-Gln-Ala-Ala-Lys-Glu-Phe-Ile-Ala-Trp-Leu-Val-Lys, the sequence reported in the present application as SEQ ID No: 3. 
Jensen also disclose the above peptide and derivatives of this peptide without eliminating the GLP-I-like (Continued on 
Supplemental Sheet.)
